his third sentence sent him to the pen- 
itentiary from Darke county for re- 
ceiving stolen property, on May 8, 
1902. 
He was to serve a term of a 


year and a half.

Ft. Wayne Sentinel. 


The accident happened on the curve 


a hatf-ujilo oast of Larwill and the 
unfortunate trains were No. Vti. east- 
bound, loaded with 
live stock, 
in 


charge of Conductor Denny Kearn and 
haul "Ml by engine 71S9, with Engineer 
C. C. Ellouwood at the throttle, and 
No. 75, west bound, in charge of Con- 
ductor John Harris and hauled by en- 
gine 7260. with Engineer W. F. Jungles 
at the throttle. The latter had stopped 
to cut off his engine to run ahead and 
Sag the stock train, but at that instant 
tho eastbound train came in sight, 
running at full speed, and the impact 
was terrific. 


Mr. Schoppman was the head brake- 


man or the stock train and was rid- 
ing in the cab. When he saw 
the 


headlight of the westbound train he 
started to climb over the tank, evi- 
ct ""ntly with the intention of running 
out of danger, but he was not quick
